The contest judges have unanimously 
agreed that Wallace Bacon's SAVONAROLA 
is the best of many scripts submitted in 
the pley writing contest of 1946. His 
Excellency Bishop Sheil will present the 
$500 award to Mr. Bacon at the first per- 
formance of his play planned as a cooper- 
ative production in Chicago in the near 
futures In the historical verse-drema 
Emmet Lavery, Leo McCarey, and Gene Buck 
found "sustained drive, poetic power, 
emotional depth, fine dramatic construc- 
tion and skillful writing-* 

Mr. Bacon, a native of Detroit, is In- 
structor in the Department of English 
Language and Literature at the Universi- 
ty of Michigane SAVONARQLA is the only 
one of his six plays yet unproduced- 

Others too were found worthy of special 
e@pplause, and Bnmet Lavery has asked if 
"good reader's reports of the first five 
may not be supplied to members-* These 
are being prepared now. 

Coincidental with the announcement of 
the *46 Award winner is broadcast the 
good news that the Bishop Sheil Award is 
to be perpetuated, and the 1947 Contest 
is now open. Rules will remain the same 
as for 1946 except that the May 1 dead- 
line shall be adhered to, There shall 
be no postponement, and playwrights are 
urged to set to work immediately»

COURTENAY SAVAGE 


In the death of Courtenay Savage the 
Conference has lost an ardent supporter 
and its General Chairman of Publicity. 
Mr- Savage was stricken at Rome August 
23 while at work on a radio script for a 
future series based on observation in 
occupied territories for War Relief Ser- 
vices, NCWC.- A Solemn Funeral Mass, of- 
fered at Santa Susanna, was attended by 
representatives of the Papal Secretari- 
ate of State, Chaplains of the US Army, 
Religious Orders in Italy, and W-R-.S- 

His body was brought to New York where 
@ Requiem Mass was offered at St+- Mala- 
chy's Church Sept. 21, allowing Confer- 
ence officials to pay their respects- On 
Sept+- 23 a Solemn Funeral Mass was of- 
fered by His Eminence Samuel Cardinal 
Stritch at Cathedral of the Holy Name, 
Chicago- Burial was at Lincoln, Ill- 

Mr- Savage has been responsible in re- 
cent years for the Bishops’ War Bmergen- 
cy and Relief Cammittee radio programs, 
and much of his work during this time 
has been concerned with radio- He was 
Vice President of Radio Writers' Guild 
and in addition held membership in the 
Catholic Institute of the Press, Cathe- 
dral Guild of Catholic Actors of Chicago 
Dramatists’ Guild, Authors’ League of 
America, and Society of Authors and Play- 
wrights (London). His most recent book, 
“Wayfarer’s Friend," based on the life 
of St- Christopher, is to be published by 
Bruce this fall- Blackfriars’ Guild, NY 
produced his play “Home Is the Hero” in 
1944, and the play was seen by Catholic 
Theatre Guild of Pittsburgh's audiences 
last season. 

Mr. Savage actively served the Confer- 
ence since its founding. From 1943 to 
1945 he was a member of the Executive 
Committee, placing his wide experience 
at the disposition of our organization, 
writing about it in periodicals. We 
shall miss his frequent visits to head- 
Quarters and his eager voice at conven- 
tions. Conference members are asked to 
remember him with gratitude in their 
prayers
